OLD JAPANESE CLOCKS. 
Che Property of a Gentleman. 


In the Japan, of pre-Meiji days time was not reckoned by 
minutes but only by hours, cach hour being equivalent 
to two hours of European time; thus the Japanese 
clock was marked to register from 9, our noon, till 4, 
our 10, both for a.m. and p.m., the figure 9 being regarded 
as the number of perfection, and the sun, being supposed 
to rise at 6 and set at 6. Why was 9 chosen and the 
figures worked contrary wise, 9, 8, 7, 6, 5, 4? Before 
each hour the bell struck three warning notes, hence, 
if 1, 2 and 3 had been used, confusion might have been, 
caused between, those of the hour and the preliminary 
strokes.
